A Man and His Monument 
(Reprinted from the Mountain Democrat of June 20, 1940) 


We are happy to join this week with the members of the parish 
of the Church of Our Saviour and the community at large in the ob- 
servance of the seventy-fifth anniversary of the laying of the corner- 
stone of the church building, on Coloma Street. 

It is impossible to consider any historical event of the Church of 
Our Saviour without recalling also the ministry in El Dorado County 
of the beloved Father C.-C. Peirce, who was pastor of the church 
seventy-five years ago and whose memory is hallowed by forty-two 
years of Christian leadership and Christian fellowship among the 
people of El Dorado County. 

The written record is that Father Peirce officiated at seven hun- 
dred baptisms, at six hundred marriages and at thirteen hundred fun- 
erals in his El Dorado County ministry. That is the statistical report, 
but it does not tell of the ministry of Father Peirce any more than we 
can describe a sunrise over the Sierra Nevada by saying that it oc- 
cured at 5:15 o’clock. 

So with the Church of Our Saviour in the community. There is 
a statistical record, perhaps; and yet if we would know the value of 
the church to the community, we must search into the hearts and 
minds of the people and look into the lives of the men. and women 
whose development the church has helped to guide. 

There, too, we find exalted side by side, a man and his monu- 
ment: the memory of Father Peirce and his stewardship and _ the 
church building which is the headquarters from which the Church 
of Our Saviour carries on among us. 

Sharing with the Church of Our Saviour and the community at 
large in the observance of the diamond anniversary of the church 
building, The Democrat reprints in full from its files the report of 
the laying of the cornerstone of the edifice, on June 22, 1865, as re- 
ported by the paper in its issue of June 24th, 1865. The article 
follows: 

LAYING THE CORNER STONE | 
OF THE “CHURCH OF OUR 
SAVIOUR,” (EPISCOPAL) IN THE 


CITY OF PLACERVILLE ON 
THURSDAY, JUNE 22nd, 1865. — 


On Thursday last, El Dorado Lodge 
No. 26, F. and A. M., with the 
beautiful and impressive ceremonies 
peculiar to the Fraterinity, laid the 
corner stone of the “Church of Our 
Saviour” in this city—W. Caldwell 
Belcher, Grand Master of the Grand 


the Grand Master followed by the 
Grand officers and the procession 
in reversed order passed through to 
the raised platform erected near the 


northeast corner of the lot, upon 
the Grand Master and Grand Or- 
ator. Upon the platform, in front 
of the Grand Master, were placed 
by their several bearers, the Holy 
Writings, the Book of Constitutions, 
which chairs had been placed for 
the Golden Vessel of Corn, two Sil-

ficiating. “With solemnities suited 
to the occasion, with prayers to Al- 
mighty God for His blessings,’ the 
work was performed, All present 
seemed impressed with the happy | 
results which are certain to flow | 
from the sacred edifice about to be | 
erected, and from every tongue was 
uttered God speed to the noble un- | 
dertaking. 

Between 1 and 2 o'clock P. M., 
El Dorado Commandery No. 4, 
Knights Templar, met at the hall of 
Neptune Engine Company and at 
2 o'clock formed im procession and 
marched to Masonic Hall, where 
they halted. Immediately after the 
whole procession was formed in 
front of Masonic Hall on Main 
Street, by the Grand Marshal, Sir 
Theodore F. Tracy, Bro. A. J. Baber, 
assistant. Jedd. Wilson’s famous 
Brass Band preceded the procession 
followed by El Dorado Commandery 
No. 4, Knights Templar, as escort; 
then Master Masons; then the 
Placerville Union Brass Band; then 
Royal Arch Masons; El Dorado 
Lodge No, 26; officiating, closing the 
procession.-In this. order. the Frater- 
nity marched to the site of the new 
church, and on arriving at the 
ground halted. ..The .lines.. were 
opened. to the right and--left, by 
order of the Grand Marshal, and

BERLIN), — (UP) — Adolph Hitler 
gave to France his terms of armis- 
tice on the spot where Germany 
signed an end to the world war in 
1918. 

, I stood today in old dining Car 
No. 2419-D of the wagons-lits com- 
pany where the world war armis- 
tice was signed and watched the 
German chancellor hand to French 
delegates the terms by which he 
would heal a 22-year-old ache to 
German pride. 


Outside the sun was bright and 
the pleasant forests of compiegne 
were quiet and at peace. War 
seemed far away. 


The terms given France today 
were based on three premises. These 
were read to the four French emis- 
saries by Col. Gen. Wilhelm Keitel 
after Hitler had handed them his 
terms. 


The armistice, said the preamble 
read by Keitel, must: 

Assure Germany that France will 
not again take up the battle. 

Give Germany assurances needed 
for carrying on the war against 
| Britain. 
| Lay the foundations for an ulti- 
mate new peace in which Germany 
will receive restitution for wrongs 
done her “by force of arms.” 


The scene was solemn in the 
| stuffy French railway dining car 
which France has preserved for 22 
years as a memorial to her triumph 
over Germany in 1928. 

Hitler sat at the head of the long 
table in the car—in the seat of 
Marshal Ferdinand Foch, the seat

Malachi Demands Honesty Toward God 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 

(The International Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
June 23 is Malachi, the Golden 
Text being, Malachi 3:10, “Bring 
ye the whole tithe into the store- 
house, that there may be food in 
My house, and prove Me now 
herewith, saith Jehovah of Hosts, 
1° I will not open you the windows 
of heaven, and pour you out 4 
blessing, that there shall not be 
room enough to receive it.” 
rt 5 
THE NAME of the prophet, 
Malachi, means “the messenger,” 
and by some it is thought that 
there was no one of that name, 
but that the book was so named 
because it is a message to the 
Jewish people from Jehovah. 

Others believe that there was a 
prophet by that name, but that 
we know nothing further of him 
except that his message was giv- 
en in Jerusalem, probably about 
the years 430 and 425 B. C. 

In 445-4 B.C., Nehemiah obtained 
permission from the Persian king, 
Artaxerxes Longimanus, to go to 
Jerusalem for a time, and he in- 
stituted many reforms, rebuilding 
the walls of the city, making the 
people fast, repent their sins, stop 
marrying women of other nations 
who knew not Jehovah, condemn- 
ing slavery and usury, also get- 
ting them to give their tithes for 
the temple services. After 12 years 
he returned to Persia, and later, 
on going again to Jerusalem, he 
found that all his reforms had 
been abandoned. He had to go all 
over the ground agai, and it is 
thought that it was during this 
latter visit to Nehemiah that Mal- 


‘achi gave his message to the peo- 
le. 

e In this message of Malachi the 
style of the prophecies is changed 
to the rabinical method of ques- 
tion and answers. A general truth 
ts affirmed, or some ground of 
complaint alleged; the people’s ob- 
jection is stated, the objection is 
refuted, and warning or promise 
is pronounced. 

In the first chapter of Malachi 
he asserted that the Lord loved 
His people—“I have loved you, 
saith the Lord.” Then he turns to 
the priests who were. as bad, or 
worse, than the people they were 
supposed to lead in the way of 
righteousness. 

“O priests, that despise My 
name. And ye say, Wherein have 
we despised thy name? 

“Ye offer polluted bread upon 
Mine altar.” 

How the Priests Sinned 

These priests not only offered 
polluted bread upon the holy 
altars, but lame and sick animals 
were offered as sacrifices, ani- 
mals that cost the priests noth- 
ing and that made a shame of the 
@eremony of sacrifice. They also 
had their minds much more on 
the money they would receive for 
their services, than on their duties 
to the Lord. And finally, they were 
weary of their religious duties 
and found no joy in them. 

There is a lovely passage tell- 
ing what the true priest should 
be—“The law of truth was in his 
mouth, and iniquity was not found

in his lips: he walked with Me in 
peace and equity, and did turn 
many away from iniquity. 

“For the priest’s lips should | 
keep knowledge, and they should | 
seek the law at his mouth: for he 
is the messenger of the Lord of 
Hosts.” 

The people were not bringing 
their tithes to the church as they | 
should. The men were marrying 
women of heathen nations and 
then divorcing them, and they 
were committing many other sins, 


“Ye have wearied the Lord with 
your words,” Malachi told them; 
now was the time to act and 
show their loyalty. ‘‘Return unto 
Me, and I will return unto you, | 
saith the Lord of Hosts.” ! 

He accused the people of rob- 
bing the Lord. | 

“Will a man rob God? Yet ye | 
have robbed Me. But ye say,'! 
Wherein have we robbed Thee?! 
In tithes and offerings. 

“Bring ye all the tithes into the 
storehouse, that there may be 
meat in Mine house, and prove 
Me now herewith, saith the Lord 
of Hosts; if I will not open the 
windows of heaven, and pour you 
out a blessing, that there shall not 
be room enough to receive it.” 

Each family was supposed to 
bring his tithe to the temple to 
pay for its services and support. 
Only the householder in those 
days and now can tell what his 
tithe should be. The man who is 
earning little and needs most of 
it to support his family, may not 
be able to give very much—even 
nothing; but he at least should 
be honest, and everything one has, 


may be dedicated to the Lord. the 
Maker of all, and used for a gouu 
cause, according to one’s respon- 
sibilities. 

Even in an evil generation there 
were some good people who stead- 
fastly did what was right and 
just. Of these Malachi says: 

“Then they that feared Jehovah 
spake one with another; and Je- 
,hovah hearkened, and heard, and 
a book of remembrance was writ- 
ten before Him for them that 
feared Jehovah and thought upon 
His name... . And they shall be 
Mine, saith Jehovah of Hosts, 
even Mine own possession, in the 
day that I make; and I will spare 
them, as a man spareth his own 
son and serveth him.” 

Malachi also speaks of the mes- 
senger that is to come to the chil- 
dren of Israel, who shall “sit as a 
refiner and purifier of silver; and 
he shall purify the sons of Levi, 
and purge them as gold and silver, 
that they may offer unto the Lord’ 
an offering in righteousness.” ° 

John the Baptist was sent cen- 
turies later, and Jesus, but the 
leaders of the Jewish people did 
not accept Jesus as their messen- 
ger. 

If everyone in the whole world 
would look to Him and live the 
life that He asked us to live, just 
imagine what a change would 
come over the world. All the trou- 
bles would vanish. Each would 
vie with the other to give rather 
than take away, and we could all 
live together as brothers and 

sisters should.

| where Foch in 1918 addressed his: 
Brusque remarks to the German 
petitioners. 


Today the French were in the 
place of the Germans. As they en- 
tered the car Hitler and his high 
command rose and raised their 
arms in the stiff Nazi Salute. In 
1918, as Germans quickly noted, the 
| French remained seated when the 
;}Germans brought their suit for 
| peace. 


Hitler was the first to speak. He 
turned to Keitel, on his left, and 
iasked him to read to the four 
| French Plenipotentiaries the pre- 
jamble to his terms of armistice. 

The preamble crystallized the 
/ memories of the old war. It spoke 
lof President Woodrow Wilson, of 
| proken allied pledges, of dishonor to 
'Germany and enslavement, of 
weakness—weakness in believing the 
:“promises of democratic statesmen.” 

“Tf the Historic forest has been 
chosen for handing over these con- 
ditions,” said the preamble, “then 
it has been done inorder, once and 
for all, through this act of just re- 
tribution, to eradicate a memory 
which was not a glorious page in 
French history and which was felt 
by the German people to be the 
deepest shame of all.” 

The ceremany was brief. In 10 
minutes it was over and Hitler 
walked from the car as a German 
|military band played Deutschland 
| Uber Alles and the “Horst Wessel 
| Song,’ leaving the French to ponder 
his terms.
